A meeting of the high license projec­ 
tors was held in Baltimore on Monday 
evening, and a general committee was 
appointed to make i rrangements for a 
vigorous campaign in Maryland, sym­ 
pathy with the movement is increasing. 
Cardinal Gibbons bas indorsed it, the 
grand jury has advocated it as the only 
erne remedy for the liquor evil, aDd the 
prohibitionist, who at first strongly op­ 
posed it, now admit their willingness to 
advocate it as a means of partially sup­ 
pressing the liquor traffic.

Not withstanding the “structural weak­ 
ness” of the despatch boat Dolphin, the 
first of the vessels built by John Roach

She left Panama on July 2, visited 
Punta Areas, Gorinto, Amapola, La Lib­ 
er tad, San Joe de Guatemala, Acapulco 
aud Picbilicque, arriving at the latter 
place on July 30. On August I she sailed 
for Honolulu, arriving there on August 
17, where she remained until Septenber 
I, and then sailed for San Francisco, ar­ 
riving there on September l l .

went to Mare Island for a little overhaul - 
ins and afterward made a cruise along the 
Mexican and Gentral American coasts, 
after which she sailed for Japan. Reach­ 
ing Yokohama in February, she touched 
at the principal ports in the inland sea 
of Japan, thence to Shanghai.

A MACHINE FOR TYING CORN IN SHOCKS, 
The latest swindle, says the Madison 
Journal, is a mao selling a machine for 
tying corn In shocks. 
It is introduced 
to the unsuspected farmer by the orook, 
who produces a pin about eight inches 
long, with a double eye, and which is 
manipulated by en extra twist of the 
wrist. 
He gives it to the fanner. Then 
of course a receipt is signed, large letter* 
showing cue needle free aud the small 
letters underneath proying to be an order 
for one gross and agreement to pay $285. 
The agreement is discounted at the first 
bank and the farmer bas to walk up and 
pay it. 


The Madison Journal: The annual 
meeting of the state fish commission was 
held at the Park hotel yesterday after­ 
noon and evening. 
The following faots are taken from the 
report of Superintendent James Nevm, 
submitted to the commission: J 
Of brook trout eggs, we obtained 
3,500,000, between 80 and 90 per cent of 
which hatched; but we [could distribute 
only about 2,190,000, there being a large ^ 
loss of fry previous to distribution. This 
loss, I think, oan ba explained in only 
one way—that it was an “ off year” rn fish 
culture. 
We were successful with our 
Oaliforbia trout, hatching a larger per 
cent than ever before and distributing 
fnlly 2,015,000 fry. These fish a-e going 
to be a success rn our streams. 
The report then refers to a new eoheroe 
recently adopted with relation to lake 
trout. This consists in the fertilization 
of eggs at the hatchery and placing them 
iu lakes to hatoh there naturally, instead 
of hatching them at the hatohcry and 
then distributing them afterwards. 
Toe 
< xperiments in this direction prove I very 
successful. 
The report says: 
Last fall we distributed 5.250,000 im­ 
pregnated eggs in the following lakes: 
Lake MoWanda, in Waukesha oounty, 
Pine and Bear lakes, in the same county; 
Lake Lauderdale, Walworth 
oounty; 
Lake Mills. Jefferson county; Lakes 
Mendota and Monona, Dane oounty, each 
lake receiving 750,000 of the fry. 
Tao report recommends the placing of 
men on fishing togs around Kenosha, 
Racine, Milwaukee, Sheboygan, Manito­ 
woc and the Door county peninsula, to 
take eggs o' lake trout, impregnate them 
and put them back iu the spawning 
beds. This would enable the work to 
be done on a much larger soale in the 
future. 
By this method excellent work 
woald be done for the state, and at the 
same time the fishmen would be taught 
to take an interest in the matter of prop­ 
agating fish in the lakes, for on the in­ 
crease of the tinny tribe depends their 
future success in their vocation. 
In discussing the subject of whitefish, 
the report says: — 
Attempts were made on the Detroit 
river, ’aet year, to collect aod hatch 
whitefish spawn. 
About 10,000 adalt 
males and 5/J00 females were obtained. 
From the latter, 75,000 eggs were taken 
and batched in the river, but the experi 
raeut was a failure, as tne fry died by 
the thousands, so that we were enabled to 
distribute only 30,000,000 fry, and these 
were placed in Lakes Michigan aod Su­ 
perior and Green Bay. 
The wall-eyed pike have been success­ 
ful, and as a result we have distributed 
14,050,000 fry to 150 applicants. 
At present we are working on Gorman 
carp, aud expect to have 15,000 for dis­ 
tribution this fall, for which 180 orders 
are already on file. 
Correspondence was had lookng to­ 
ward the turning ever cf the whiteti-ib 
hatching to the United States commis­ 
sion, but the commission announces that 
it can expended no more money iu this 
direction,’and the project had to be 
abandoned. But I recommend a draft 
made upon the governmental ti*h com­ 
mission for from 25.000.000 to 30,000.000 
whitefish eggs, which we may hatch at 
Milwaukee and then distribute as we see 
fit. 
I think this will be more to our ad­ 
vantage than to attempt the collection 
of eggs ourselves.

McCarthy has invent­ 
ed a machine for harpooning suicides 
and others who accidentally fall over­ 
board. His honor the mayor and a num­ 
ber of aldermen were present, by invita­ 
tion of the professor, to witness the test 
McCarthy’s object is to have his ap­ 
paratus, if successful, adopted by the 
oity and placed at all the bridges along 
the river. 
“ A great many people are drowned 
every year,” said the professor, “ because 
the bridge tenders have nothing with 
which to hold the unfortunate above the 
surface until a b lat oan be brought 
round. My rescuer, if adopted, will be 
the means of saving many who would 
otherwise fill watery graves 
McCarthy’s discourager of suicide is 
simply a pole of stout Norway pine 25 
feet long and IU inches in diameter. 
One end of the pole is fitted with three 
sharp-pointed hooks for securing the 
floater before life is ex’inot. The pole 
is to be kept in brackets on the outside 
cf the bridge approach ready for bus­ 
iness at a moments notice, 
lf the 
bridge-tender should [hear a 
sud­ 
den splash in the water all be would have 
to do would be to grab the pole, stick 
j it into the would-be suicide, and hold 
him or ber until help arrived. The only 
drawback to the machine is that rn the 
excitement the rescuer might gaff the 
victim in the gills or hook the body too 
low down, 
I d this case the suicide 
would be turned upside down, with dis­ 
astrous results. But in order to show 
his honor just how the thing worked 
McCarthy decided to play the drowning 
man and be fished out of the drink. 
When all was ready tho bridge web 
swung open and the suicide appeared en 
the abutment attired in an old suit of 
clothes that were enough in themselves J P* Talbot.
